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Good Prospects for Cotton. 





The monthly report of the National 
Cotton Exchange, of New Orleans, 
concerning the growing cotton crop, 
says: “The season may be character- 
ized, taking the whole cotton belt, as 
the best for several years. The lands 
were properly worked, and an excep- 
tional stand has been secured. Taken 


altogether, the May weather condi- | 


tions can be regarded as favorable, 
and they have brought the crop to a 
far higher status than existed last 
year at the corresponding date. East 
of the Mississippi river the condition 
is fully as good or better than last 
year. West of it the situation is 
decidedly. more favorable, while in 
the Mississippi bottoms there is a 
marked advantage in every respect. 
The acreage has been largely increas 


ed, and is reported as. follows: Vir- | 


ginia 100, South Carolina 102, Florida 
101, Tennessee 102, Arkansas 104, 
Texas 109, North Carolina 102, Geor- 
gia 101, Alabama 104, Mississippi 
102, Louisiana 110, Missouri, Xc., 
100; belt average, 104; increase in 
acres, 686,000.” 

From all parts of the South the 
crop prospects, excepting wheat, are 
reported as remarkably good. The 
cotton is doing splendidly, and with 
continued good weather the yield 
ought to be very heavy, as the area 
planted is nearly 700,000 acres great- 
er than last year. A good acreage 
has also been put in corn, and this 
crop, though somewhat late, is prom- 
ising well so far; while the yield of 
fruits and vegetables will almost cer- 


tainly be the largest that the South 
has ever produced. If the present 


bright crop prospects in the South 
are realized in the yield, there will be 
more prosperity in that section this 
year than for some time. 


Misrepresenting the South. 





In the June number of the Cen- 
tury, Mr. Eugene V. Smalley, in an 
article upon “In and Out of the New 
Orleans Exposition,” either intention- 
ally misrepresents the industrial inter- 
ests of the South, or else displays an 
amount of ignorance of which a 
school boy ought to be ashamed.— 
_In discussing Southern manufactures, 
| Mr. Smalley says the number of cot- 
|ton mills has increased from 161 in 
| 1880 to 270in 1884. Including Mary- 
‘land as a Southern State, there were 
| 180 cotton mills in the South in 1880, 
/and on January 1st, 1884, there were 
| 314 mills. ‘Most of them,” Mr. 
| Smalley writes, “are small mills and 
|make only yarns or coarse cloths.” 
It is true that a number of the cotton 
/mills in the South are small, yet 
there are many very large ones, while 
Mr. Smalley’s statement is calculated 
to give the impression that this busi- 
ness is mainly confined to small mills 
and that it doesn’t amount to much 
anyway. However, his remarks on 
cotton manufacture are of little im- 
portance. 

“There are single towns in Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut, whose 
‘annual product of manufactures 
nearly equals that of all the Southern 
States” writes this author. Whether 
to attribute this to ignorance of 
what he is writing, or to intentional 
misrepresentation we do not know. 
Certainly there can be no excuse 
whatever for a magazine writer to 








give utterance to such absolutely 
groundless statements as _ this, 
when the most casual examina- 


tion of the last census reports would 
have shown its incorrectness. In a 
magazine as widely read as the Cen- 
tury, the statement is made by a 
prominent writer that “there are 
single towns in Massachusetts and 
Connecticut whose annual product of 
manufactures nearly equals that of all 
|the Southern States.” This state- 
ment would have been absolutely 
without any basis of fact, even in 
1880, at the time the census was 
taken, and when the South had barely 
| commenced to show signs of the re- 
|markable industrial development of 
the last few years; how much less 
foundation then has it now, since the 
proportionate increase in manufac- 
tures in five years has been so much 
'greater in the South than in New 
England. Take the census statistics 
of 1880, however, and see how far 
from the truth Mr. Smalley is.— 
In 1880, the greatest value of 
the products of manufactures in any 
one New England city was $130,531,- 
993 in Boston. No other New Eng- 
land city produced in that year even 
as much as $45,000,000 in manufac- 
tures. The value of the South's 
manufactures in 1886 was $457,448,- 
509, or about three and a third times 
greater than the value of Boston’s 
manufactures, and more than ten 
times the value of manufactures in 
Providence, the next New England 
city in rank, which in that year pro- 





duced $42,597,512. But Mr. Smalley 
says that there are single towns in 
Connecticut “whose annual product 
of manufactures nearly equals that of 
all the Southern States.”" New Haven 
stands at the head of Connecticut's 
manufacturing towns, having produced 
manufactured goods to the value of 
$24,040,225, but a little over one- 
twentieth as much as the value of 
Southern manufactures in that year. 
Even Virginia alone, one State only 
out of the fourteen Southern States, 
produced in 1880 manufactured pro- 
ducts to the value of $51,810,692, or 
largely more than double the value 
of New Haven’s manufactures, while 
Richmond alone produced $20,790,- 
106, against $24,040,225 for New 
Haven, or a difference in favor of the 
latter of only about $3,200,000. Even 
New Orleans produced $18,808,000 
worth of manufactured goods, or only 
$6,200,000less than New Haven. The 
whole of New England produced 
$1,106,513,113 of manufactures in 
1880, or but very little more than 
double the value of the South’s pro- 
ducts of manufactures. 

The foregoing figures will give 
some idea of how entirely without 
the shadow of a foundation are Mr. 
Smalley’s statements regarding the 
industrial of the South. 
Had the article been an open and 
avowed attack upon the South, its 
influence for harm would have been 
far less potent than when presented 
in such a shape as to lead many to 
suppose that it was an honest and 
truthful but friendly statement of the 
South’s industrial condition. It is to 
be regretted that the editors of such 
a magazine as the Century, which 
probably has a million readers, should 
permit such a misleading statement 
to appear in its pages.

The Hon. A. C. Haskell, of Columbia, 
president of the Charlotte, Columbia & 
Augusta and the Columbia & Greenville 
railroads, has written an interesting letter 
upon the advisability of building railroads 
by taxation. He says: “It is unwise, be- 
cause the State has already buried too much 
capital in railroads. The lines now in op- 
eration can carry five times the freight and 
travel the country is now supplying. The 
rates can only be reduced in proprotion as 
the population and production increase and 
give more business, which will bring into 
play the capital which is now dead. I have 
always entertained the opinion that town, 
county or township taxation for this purpose 
is unconstitutional, and that the legislation 
to that end is a palpable effort to evade the 
provisions of our State Constitution. Even 
if the measure is not in words prohibited by 
our constitution, it is directly opposed to the 
fundamental principles of a Democratic 
form of government, and is now heavily op- 
pressing some of the best counties in the 
State. Railroads are like every other branch 
of business. They ought not to be built un- 
less they will pay, and the best rule is to let 
private individuals risk their own means and 
not get it from the people by taxation.”

Apropos of railroads, I clip from the 
Athens, Ga., Banner-Watchman the follow- 
ing truthful remarks: “Popular prejudice 
has culminated in the establishment of the 
Georgia Railroad Commission—the most ar- 
bitrary and oppressive power ever given men 
in our American republic. The millions in- 
vested in railroads in Georgia were taken 
from the stockholders and placed at the 
supreme mercy of three men, who represent- 
ed only one side. The commissioners felt 
that they must prove to the people that they 
were earning their salary, and a most merci- 
less slaughter in tariff rates was the result.

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Failure of Private Advertising. 








Why Cards, Circulars, and the Like 
are Failures as Advertising 
Mediums. 





[From the New York Commercial Bulletin.] 

Within the last few years it has become 
the fashion with some people to do their ad- 
vertising in their own private way instead 
of through the newspapers. Some distribute 
cards, some circulars, some pamphlets, some 
even almanacs, and some _ inconceivable 
monstrosities of oddity, circulating them by 
the hundreds of thousands through the mails- 
The printer's art has been taxed to the ut- 
most to gratify the tastes of these advertisers. 
Some of the finest as well as the basest 
specimens of the art of engraving, of chromo- 
lithographing, and of colored printing are 
being produced for these purposes, and every 
conceivable style of fancy paper is brought 
into requisition. The advertisers vie with 
each other in the elegance of their designs 
ind the costliness of their devices, taking it 
for granted that the receivers will conform 
their estimate of the status of the advertiser 
to the artistic pretensions of his advertise- 
ment. Some people may regret that the 
noble art of printing, at the period of its 
iighest achievements, should be subjected to 

uch debasing uses ; but, to those who thus 
employ the art, it should be equally a mat- 
ter of concern that the debasement so com- 
pletely fails of the object for which it is in- 
tended. With him who notices such adver- 
tisements at all the first feeling on receiving 
one of these superb specimens of typography 
r engraving is apt to be one of disgust that 
t relates to the artistic pursuits of his 
itcher or his bootmaker, or that the subjects 
its elegant illustrations are chairs and 
tables, refrigerators and brooms; he throws 
it down with an indefinable grudge againt 
the man who has been guilty of such a ridic- 
ulous prostitution of art, and, without exactly 
knowing it, he is distinctly convinced that a 
tradesman who spends so much money in 
such an incongruous way is not likely to be 
endowed with the common sense of a good 
man of business or to sell cheaply. 

In truth, however, those who take any 
notice whatever of this flood of announce- 
ments form but a very small percentage of 
those who receive them. They have come 
to be the nuisance of both the parlor and 
the counting-room. At home they are never 
opened but with disappointment, because 
they come in the place of letters really 
hoped for. In the office the merchant finds 
his morning mail stuffed with these intrusions 
upon the serious affairs of his business, 
which he inwardly curses or impatiently 
consigns to his waste-paper heap. In short, 
if a public vote could be taken, it would 
unanimously declare these druinming mis- 
sives to be an intolerable nuisance that 
should be denied the privilege of the mails. 

Men of business who resort to this method 
of advertising cannot be ignorant of the 
fact that the people whom they would reach 
have become nauseated with it. They must 
be aware that they themselves disregard all 
such appeals for patronage ; and what reason 
have they to suppose that others receive 
their applications with more patience? 
Sagacious advertisers are beginning to see 
this and are returning to the old method of 
public announcement. The newspaper is, 
in every sense, the best medium for adver- 
tising ; and, for a given result, it is by much 
the cheapest, also. It reaches a far greater 
number of possible customers than any pri- 
vate announcement can ; and it is more cer- 
tain to receive attention. The private cir- 
cular is thrown aside as a thing which peo- 
ple have come to regard as a bore, and which 
is neglected because its recipients have no 
time to attend to it. The newspaper is used 
in each day’s hour of leisure, and readers 
find interest in reading its advertisements as 
as well as it news, because of the variety 
they present and the information they con- 
vey respecting a wide diversity of interests. 
It may be safely estimated that_an angounce- 


ment made through the press is noticed by 
fifty readers, where, made in a private way, 
it would reach but one. 
same amount were expended in either case, 
the result would be fifty-fold better from the 
former method than from the latter. There 


are, undoubtedly, cases in which the circu- 
lar is a better medium than the newspaper. 
Such, for instance, as where the matter is 
necessarily lengthy, and the cost of news- |

Dear Sir—If a person owns an interest in an estate, 
situated in State of New York, and wishes to with 
draw from the estate, and calls upon the executors to 
turn over to him or her said interest, how are they 
(the executors) to determine value of that interest ? 
Can the one heir wishing to withdraw compel the 
executor to sell the full estate after it has been held 
by them four years; if not, how, if any other way, 
could the value of the interest of the one heir be 
ascertained ; in fact, is there any way in which the 
executors could be compelled or made to sell said es- 
tate for benefit of said heir so that heir may get full 
value Mor his interest ? 

Reply—Your question is too indefinite to 
admit of a precise answer. Everything de- 
pends upon the terms of the will under 
which you claim an “interest in an estate.” 
If the testator prescribed a certain time 
during which you were to be paid the in- 
terest on your share by the executor, with 
directions for you to receive the whole sum 
due you at the expiration of that period, 
then there is no way of compelling him to 
divide the estate until the time fixed for dis- 
tribution has arrived. On the other hand, if 
you were simply left a certain share of the es- 
tate, with nothing said as to the time or man- 
ner of payment, you can compel the executor, 
either (1) to a division of the estate among 
those entitled, or (2) to sell the same for the 
purpose of distributing the proceeds of the 
sale among those entitled as their interests
